Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-13 and 21-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claim 2, prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest a 
sensor comprising an imaging structure located completely in a hole which 
extends through an insulating jacket, in addition to the other limitations of the 
claim. 

With respect to claim 4, prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest, 
alone or in combination, a sensor comprising imaging structure located in a hole 
which longitudinally extends through an insulating jacket, wherein the imaging 
structure includes a wiring substrate connected to an imager, in addition to the 
other limitations of the claim. 

Claims not specifically addressed are allowable due to their dependency.
